Freak snowstorm hits 
northeast US

Rare October snows trans¬ 
formed the northeastern 
United States yesterday 
into a Halloween winter 
wonderland, but millions 
were left without power 
and three deaths were 
blamed on the storm. 

The unseasonable snow¬ 
fall disrupted air, rail and 
road traffic from Washing¬ 
ton to Boston and the Na¬ 
tional Weather Service 
warned of "extremely ha¬ 
zardous" conditions as 
states of emergency were 
declared across the region. 

Three deaths were re¬ 


ported: a man was killed 
when he touched an electri¬ 
fied guardrail in Massachu¬ 
setts; a motorist crashed 
fatally on icy roads in Con¬ 
necticut, and a Pennsylva¬ 
nia man was killed when a 
tree fell on his home. 

As dawn broke with 
Americans gearing up for 
Monday's Halloween cele¬ 
brations, the extent of the 
snowfall was revealed — 
up to a stunning 31 inches 
(78 centimeters) in the 
New Hampshire town of 
Jaffrey.

world receives enough sun¬ 
light every hour to power their 
needs for an entire year; tech¬ 
nology is moving so fast solar 
energy is becoming cheaper 
and cheaper and so more im¬ 
portant to the energy needs of 
all nations.

Cain still Republican field's improbable challenger 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Re¬ 
tired pizza executive Herman 
Cain continued to defy the 
odds yesterday, beating out his 
fellow Republican contenders 
in yet another presidential poll 
— this one from Iowa, the lead- 
off state for next year's election 
balloting. 

Cain nipped former Massa¬ 
chusetts Governor Mitt Rom¬ 
ney 23 percent to 22 percent in 
the race for the Republican 
nomination, according to a Des 
Moines Register poll of voters 
planning to take part in the 
2012 Iowa Caucus. 

The former CEO of Godfa¬ 
ther Pizza has surged 13 per¬ 
centage points since a poll by 
the newspaper conducted in 
late June, despite spending lit¬ 
tle time in the state and taking 
just fifth place in an August 13 
Iowa straw poll vote. 


Pundits give Cain little 
chance of winning the Repub¬ 
lican presidential nomination, 
especially after seeing a parade 
of Republicans claim the fron¬ 
trunner mantle only to see their 
fortunes fade. 

And they point out that 
were Cain to win the nomina¬ 
tion, he would be the first can¬ 
didate in modern presidential 
history to do so without having 
first held elective office. 

Still, the plain-speaking 
African American business¬ 
man and minister has been a 
phenomenon on the campaign 
trail, livening up an otherwise 
lackluster Republican race, 
and spawning copy cat tax re¬ 
form proposals modeled after 
his catchy but controversial "9- 
9-9" plan. 

Many experts say Cain's 
popularity in Iowa, as well as 


in other recent national polls 
that also showed him to have 
taken the lead, is a product of 
voter dissatisfaction with 
Romney. 

Romney, like Cain a suc¬ 
cessful businessman before en¬ 
tering politics, has been tipped 
by many experts to be the 
eventual Republican nominee, 
but so far he has failed to ex¬ 
cite conservative voters and 
has been criticized for his ap¬ 
parent readiness to tailor his 
views when it is politically ex¬ 
pedient. 

"What I find interesting is 
that Mitt Romney continues to 
have 75 percent, 80 percent of 
his party looking somewhere 
else," said David Plouffe, Pre¬ 
sident Barack Obama top re- 
election campaign strategist 
yesterday. 

"I make two points about 


him. One is, he has no core," 
Plouffe told the NBC televi¬ 
sion program "Meet the Press," 
rattling off a long list of issues 
where Romney has changed 
his stated views from abortion 
to climate change. 

"You get the sense with 
Mitt Romney that, you know, 
if he thought it was good to say 
the sky was green and the grass 
was blue, to win an election, 
he'd say it." 

Observers meanwhile ques¬ 
tion whether Cain could suffer 
the same fate as Texas Gover¬ 
nor Rick Perry, who soared to 
the top of polls after entering 
the race in August, but who 
since has plummeted like a 
lead balloon. 

Perry in yesterday's poll re¬ 
ceived just seven percent sup¬ 
port, putting him in a tie with 
former House Speaker Newt

Gingrich for fifth place. 

The telephone survey of 
400 Republicans likely to at¬ 
tend next year's Iowa caucus 
vote was conducted between 
October 23 to 26, and has a 
margin of error is plus or 
minus 4.9 percentage points.

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Freak snowstorm hits Turkish quake victims shiver as 
northeast US mercury dips 


In New York's Central Park, 
where experts said there had¬ 
n't been an inch of snow on 
an October day since records 
began in 1869, there was an 
unprecedented 2.9 inches. 

From Washington in the 
south to the towns of north¬ 
ern Massachusetts, there 
were strangely wintry scenes 
for an American Halloween. 

Ghosts and ghouls on 
front lawns and porches were 
shrouded in snow. Families 
stocking up on candy, pre¬ 
pared for some particularly 
chilly trick-or-treating with 
shovels and salt at the ready. 

There was misery for 
some as energy companies 
reported up to three million 
homes without power. Worst 
hit were Massachusetts 
(660,000 customers), Con¬ 
necticut (740,000), and New 
Jersey (500,000). 

Connecticut Light & 
Power described the damage 
as "unprecedented” and 
warned residents to prepare 
for a worst-case scenario of a 
week or more without power. 

Air travelers who had seen 
an average delay of six hours 
on Saturday were faring bet¬ 
ter as major airports in New 
Jersey, New York and Massa¬ 
chusetts reported flight 
schedules returning to nor¬ 
mal. 

Rail travel had also been 
hit, with multiple Amtrak 
services remaining canceled 
along the busy northeast cor¬ 


ridors due to signal problems 
caused by the storm. 

An average of a foot (30 
centimeters) of snow fell in 
parts of Pennsylvania, Con¬ 
necticut and New Jersey. 

Unseasonably cold air was 
pouring into the northeast, 
and deep tropical moisture 
was set to surge northward 
along the east coast and "fuel 
an expanding area of heavy 
rain and snow," the National 
Weather Service said. 

Much of the region was hit 
by Hurricane Irene in August. 
Its heavy rains and wind 
killed more than 40 people, 
left millions without power, 
destroyed homes and caused 
record flooding. 

The unseasonably cold 
and wet weather did not 
dampen the spirits of anti- 
Wall Street protesters camped 
out in New York and Wash¬ 
ington. 

"Snow, what snow? I've 
got a country to worry 
about," read a sign held by a 
woman at New York's Zuc- 
cotti Park — the nerve center 
of the Occupy Wall Street 
movement. 

At the White House, Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama and wife 
Michelle did not let the 
weather ruin their annual 
Halloween trick-or-treating 
event, handing out candy, 
cookies and dried fruit to 
children wrapped up in thick 
coats. 


ISTANBUL 1 (AFP) - Bulldo¬ 
zers replaced sniffer dogs yes¬ 
terday as search efforts wound 
down in quake-hit eastern 
Turkey and the death toll rose 
to over 600. 

With temperatures dipping 
to below freezing the biggest 
problem now facing survivors 
in Van province was a lack of 
tents and heaters, media re¬ 
ports said. 

Health officials in Ercis, 
which bore the brunt of the 
7.2-magnitude quake, warned 
survivors against drinking tap 
water due to fears the supply 
had been contaminated with 
sewage, the Anatolia news 
agency reported. 

Many survivors were still 


camped out in tents or 
makeshift shelters, fearing fur¬ 
ther building collapses with 
rain and snow adding to their 
misery. 

Some whose homes were 
damaged had tried to find new 
accommodation only to dis¬ 
cover that unscrupulous land¬ 
lords had hiked rents. 

"People whose houses col¬ 
lapsed started to search for 
new houses but there has been 
a big increase in prices... this is 
not ethical," Salih Ozbek, the 
head of Van Real Estate Agen¬ 
cies’ Association, told Anato¬ 
lia. 

City Planning Minister Er- 
dogan Bayraktar has said that 
new housing will be ready in 


Van city by September 2012 
for people left homeless by the 
quake. 

In the meantime, Turkey 
plans to provide temporary, 
pre-fabricated shelter units. 

Two Israeli planes, carrying 
five prefabricated housing 
units landed in the eastern 
province of Erzurum early on 
Sunday, Israeli embassy offi¬ 
cial Nizar Amer told AFP. Is¬ 
rael earlier sent five others. 

Turkey has accepted help 
from dozens of countries, in¬ 
cluding Israel and Armenia, 
both states with which it has 
frosty relations. 

The United States is the lat¬ 
est country to offer help.

Arabs await Assad reply to plan to French police fire tear gas 
end unrest to break up Turk-Kurd 


DOHA (AFP) - The Arab 
League has proposed a plan of 
"concrete steps" to end the 
bloodshed in Syria and expects 
President Bashar al-Assad to 
respond toay, Qatar’s foreign 
minister said. 

An Arab ministerial team 
"agreed on a serious proposal 
to stop the killing and all forms 
of violence in Syria," Sheikh 
Hamad bin Jassem Al-Thani 
told reporters after a meeting 
in Doha yesterday. 

"The Syrian delegation has 
said they would respond to¬ 
morrow," he said. 

In response to a warning 
from Assad that any Western 
intervention in Syria would in¬ 
flame the region, Sheikh 
Hamad said the risk was if 
Damascus failed to take "con¬ 
crete steps" to stop the vio¬ 
lence. 

"The entire region is at risk 
of a massive storm," he said 
after more than three hours of 
talks between a group of Arab 
foreign ministers and their Syr¬ 
ian counterpart Walid 
Muallem. 


"What is required of Syria 
...is concrete steps that could 
avoid what happened to other 
countries," Sheikh Hamad 
said, in apparent reference to 
the conflict in Libya and 
NATO's military intervention. 

Assad has warned that any 
Western intervention in Syria 
would cause an "earthquake" 
across the Middle East, 
Britain's Sunday Telegraph 
newspaper quoted him as 
telling one of its journalists. 

Sheikh Hamad, however, 
who chaired the Doha meeting 
but gave no details on the Arab 
plan, also said that "leaders 
must know how to behave, not 
by delaying and deceiving." 

The Syrian delegation will 
stay on in the Qatari capital to 
deliver Assad's response, he 
said, adding that the ministe¬ 
rial team would reconvene on 
Wednesday in Cairo where the 
Arab League has its headquar¬ 
ters. 

Assad warned of "another 
Afghanistan" if foreign forces 
intervened in Syria as they had 
in Libya, the Sunday Telegraph 


reported. 

Syria is "the fault line, and 
if you play with the ground 
you will cause an earthquake - 
- do you want to see another 
Afghanistan, or tens of 
Afghanistan?" he asked. 

"Any problem in Syria will 
burn the whole region. If the 
plan is to divide Syria, that is 
to divide the whole region." 

During talks in Damascus 
last Wednesday, the Arab mi¬ 
nisters warned Assad to stop 
the bloodshed and start mean¬ 
ingful reforms or face an inter¬ 
national intervention, the 
Kuwaiti daily Al-Qabas re¬ 
ported. 

Citing well-informed Arab 
sources, the paper said the de¬ 
legation told Assad that failure 
to resolve the crisis within the 
Arab fold would mean "inter¬ 
nationalising" the unrest. 

"This would mean Syria 
should expect a foreign inter¬ 
vention and a painful interna¬ 
tional blockade on the eco¬ 
nomy and other aspects," the 
daily said.

PARIS (AFP) - French police 
fired tear gas to break up 
clashes that erupted between 
Turkish protesters and sup¬ 
ports of the Kurdistan Workers' 
Party (PKK) in central Paris 
yesterday. 

Around 150 young Turks 
waving their national flag and 
singing patriotic songs gath¬ 
ered on the Place de la Bastille 
to protest "terrorism in 
Turkey" after an attack by 
PKK rebels that killed 24 ear¬ 
lier this month. 

Youths saying they were 
PKK supporters hurled stones 
and other objects at the gather¬ 
ing before police fired tear gas 
to disperse the Kurds.

Turkey's last ground incur¬ 
sion into northern Iraq, an au¬ 
tonomous Kurdish region, was 
in February 2008, when the 
army struck against the Zap re¬ 
gion.

China ’not a saviour’ for Europe 


BEIJING- China’s state media 
warned yesterday that the 
country will not be a "saviour” 
to Europe, as President Hu Jin- 
tao left for an official visit to 
the region including a G20 
summit. 

Hu's visit has raised hopes 
that cash-rich China might 
make a firm commitment to 
the European bailout fund, but 
in a commentary, the official 
Xinhua news agency said Eu¬ 
rope must address its own fi¬ 
nancial woes. 

"China can neither take up 
the role as a saviour to the Eu¬ 
ropeans, nor provide a 'cure' 
for the European malaise. 

"Obviously, it is up to the 
European countries themselves 
to tackle their financial prob¬ 
lems," it said, adding that 
China could only do so "within 
its capacity to help as a friend." 

The Group of 20 major 
economies will meet in the 
French city of Cannes on 
Thursday and Friday, just a 
week after European Union 
leaders reached a last-ditch 
deal to tackle its debt crisis. 

Europe is seeking to expand 
the European Financial Stabi¬ 
lity Facility (EFSF) to one tril¬ 
lion euros ($1.4 trillion), 
possibly through a special pur¬ 
pose investment vehicle or the 
International Monetary Fund. 

China, holder of the world's 
largest foreign exchange re¬ 
serves at $3.2 trillion, said it 
wanted more clarity before in¬ 


vesting in the bailout fund after 
head of the EFSF Klaus 
Regling, held talks in Beijing 
to try to win help. 

During his visit, Hu will 
first visit Austria to sign se¬ 
veral "framework" agree¬ 
ments, including in the areas of 
economics and trade, before 
heading to the G20 meeting, 
Xinhua said in a separate re¬ 
port. 

China's Vice Foreign Mi¬ 
nister Cui Tiankai said on Fri¬ 
day that the G20 should focus 
on the sovereign debt crisis in 
"developed countries" and the 
growing pressure of global in¬ 
flation. 

He added that members 
should make efforts to stabilise 
financial markets and restore 
investor confidence. 

For its part, G20 partners 
will also be looking to China to 
stimulate domestic demand, 
diversify its export-led eco¬ 
nomic model and allow the 
yuan currency to appreciate 
more freely so as to slim down 
its massive trade surpluses. 

Another Chinese official 
has played down hopes of a 
breakthrough at the G20 meet¬ 
ing. Vice Finance Minister Zhu 
Guangyao, also speaking Fri¬ 
day, said investment in the Eu¬ 
ropean bailout fund was not on 
the agenda. 

Beijing fears the financial 
risk of a major investment, 
which could also spark a do¬ 
mestic backlash as the Chinese

public asks why they should 
bail out wealthier nations. 

China has been burned be¬ 
fore on overseas investment. It 
bought stakes in investment 
bank Morgan Stanley and asset 
management firm Blackstone 
only to see values collapse in 
the 2008 global financial cri¬ 
sis. 

"China was taken in. Once 
bitten, twice shy," said inde¬ 
pendent economist Andy Xie, 
former chief economist for 
Morgan Stanley. 

Russia's 
Medvedev 
sees WTO 
deal 'this year' 

MOSCOW — Russian Presi¬ 
dent Dmitry Medvedev said 
yesterday he hoped to see 
Moscow join the World Trade 
Organisation by the end of the 
year after apparent progress in 
accession talks with last hold¬ 
out nation Georgia. 

Medvedev met Swiss Pres¬ 
ident Micheline Calmy-Rey — 
whose country has mediated 
talks between Russia and its 
neighbour — for previously 
unannounced talks at his sub¬ 
urban Moscow residence. 

The meeting came three 
days after Georgia accepted a 
"final proposal" from the me¬ 
diators that could finally bring 
a positive end to Russia's 18- 
year campaign to join the 
world's premier free trade club.

Euro crisis 'could lead to 
social unrest' 


The eurozone debt crisis could 
lead to a decade-long recession 
and rising social unrest, the In¬ 
ternational Labour Organisa¬ 
tion (ILO) has warned, 
according to a German media 
report yesterday. 

"The next few months will 
be decisive in terms of avoOi- 
ding a dramatic decline in em¬ 
ployment and a further sharp 
increase in social unrest," news 
weekly Focus reported, citing 
the ILO's new annual report on 
the labour market. 

Without counter-measures, 
the crisis might unleash a re¬ 
cession that could last a 
decade, as governments find 


themselves powerless to act 
due to pressure to reduce their 
debts, Focus said, citing the 
ILO document. 

The ILO was not immedi¬ 
ately available for comment. 

The greatest risk of social 
unrest exists in Greece, Portu¬ 
gal, Spain, Estonia, France, 
Slovenia and Ireland, accor¬ 
ding to the weekly. 

The debt crisis has already 
sparked several incidents of 
social unrest, with strikes in 
Greece against austerity mea¬ 
sures turning bloody and a vi¬ 
olent protest in Rome injuring 
more than 100 people. 


Philippine farmers cash in 
on civet coffee dung

Philippine farmers used to hunt and kill the civets that ate their 
coffee beans — until they realised the animals' droppings were 
worth a small fortune.Now the ravenous nocturnal raider with the 
pungent faeces has a status akin to the fabled goose that lays the 
golden eggs among farmers.The small, tree-dwelling palm civet 
eats the outer fruit of the coffee bean but passes the rest through 
its stomach.lt is there that the enzymes and acids in the civet's 
hyper-active digestive system remove the normally bitter after¬ 
taste of the coffee bean and give it a distinctive fruity aroma. .In 
New York, one coffee shop sells the exotic beans at a staggering 
$340 a pound ($748 a kilogram).

Tsonga wins Vienna 
title to improve in 
year-end race 



VIENNA (AFP) - Jo-Wil- 
fried Tsonga improved to 
seventh in the race for the 
ATP year-end championships 
with a battling 6-7 (5/7), 6-3, 
6-4 defeat of Juan Martin Del 
Potro to win the Austrian 
Open on Sunday. 

The first Frenchman to 
claim the title started the 
week knowing that he could 
only add to his season points 
total for the World Tour Fi¬ 
nals by reaching the title 


match. 

Despite losing the first set 
in three of his four matches at 
the Stadthalle, that's exactly 
what the ninth-ranked Tsonga 
accomplished as he capped 
his effort in a two-and-a-half 
hours win over 2009 US 
Open champion Del Potro. 

"It's special to win my sev¬ 
enth title here," said Tsonga. 

"I knew I could only gain 
points for Fondon if I got to 
the final. I did it in the end and 
I'm glad. I'm extremely happy. 

"I was tight at the start and 
down after losing the 
tiebreaker. But I stayed tough 
and didn't give away any easy 
points." 

Tsonga and his Argentine 
opponent now move on to 
Valencia for next week's ATP 
event with both still fighting 
for places in the year-ender 
from November 20. 

Del Potro will climb to 
11th in the points chase as 
well as stand 11th in the rank¬ 
ings as he returns this season 
after missing eight months of 
2010 with wrist surgery.

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Dominant Vettel wins first 
Indian GP 


GREATER NOIDA (AFP) - 
World champion Sebastian 
Vettel made history by win¬ 
ning India's first ever Formula 
One with ease yesterday as 
McFaren's Jenson Button 
tightened his grip on the 
championship's second place. 

Red Bull's Vettel led 
throughout for his 11th victory 
of the season, finishing some 
8.4 seconds ahead of Button 
with Ferrari's Fernando 
Alonso third and Australian 
Mark Webber fourth. 

Seven-time champion 
Michael Schumacher battled 
to fifth but McFaren's Fewis 
Hamilton came in seventh 
after yet another collision with 
his Ferrari bete noire, Felipe 
Massa. 

But wire-to-wire Vettel was 
in a class of his own at the all- 
new Buddh International Cir¬ 
cuit near New Delhi as he 
closed on Michael Schu¬ 
macher's 2004 record of 13 
wins in one year, with two

"Yes boys! Yes, we did it," 
Vettel shouted over the team 
radio as he finished. "The 
first Indian Grand Prix.

In dry, 30 Celsius (86 


Fahrenheit) heat, India's debut 
grand prix got off to a furious 
start when Rubens Barrichello 
was hit on the first turn and 
three cars ended up off-track, 
before Jamo Trulli found him¬ 
self on grass. 

Vettel made no mistake 
from pole position but Button 
nipped past Webber and 
Alonso to go from fourth on 
the grid to second, cueing up 
an early dogfight with the Aus¬ 
tralian Red Bull driver. 

The race's build-up has 
been overshadowed by two 
deaths in motorsports this 
month and the controversial 
spectacle of glamorous For¬ 
mula One appearing in one of 
India's poorest regions.

ROME (AFP) - Italy forward 
Antonio Cassano was taken 
to hospital during the night 
after feeling ill on his return 
to Milan following his team's 
3-2 victory at Roma on Sat¬ 
urday evening.

Federer will hope to steam 
through the field at his home 
Swiss Indoors starting on

Federer was honoured 
with his bigger-than-life- 
sized likeness on the loco, 
which will enter regular pas¬ 
senger service, with one of 
his sponsors donating to the 
player's charity based upon 
the number of kilometres the 
engine travels in service. 

The 16-time grand slam 
champion, who has lifted the 
title at the St Jakobshalle four 
times in the last five editions, 
will play in Monday night's 
event curtain-raiser against 
Italian Potito Starace in the 
first round. 

For an ATP 500 series, the 
Basel field boasts an all-star 
cast, with world number one 
Novak Djokovic returning to 
action after five weeks away 
with a back problem. The 
Serb won the Swiss title in 
2009 as he beat Federer in the 
final with the Swiss reversing 
that outcome a year ago for 
the trophy. 

Also playing on late wild 
card entry is world number 
three Andy Murray, who is 
planning to see if his red-hot 
form from three titles in Asia 
this month can translate to 


European success indoors. 

The Scot takes the second 
seeding behind Djokovic, rel¬ 
egating Federer to third at 
home for the first time in re¬ 
cent memory. 

Murray begins his first 
trip to Basel since 2005 with 
a first-round contest against 
Dutchman Robin Haase 
while Djokovic will test the 
back injury which has kept 
him off court for well over a 
month when he starts against 
Belgian Xavier Malisse. 

Others in the Top 10 fill 
out the field, with Tomas 
Berdych and American 
Mardy Fish also entered. 
Number 14 Andy Roddick, a 
semi-finalist in 2003 and 
2010, will also be in con¬ 
tention, playing again a 
decade after his first entry. 

The Basel week will be 
another chance to determine 
the last three spots in the 
eight-man ATP World Tour 
Finals field, to be played No¬ 
vember 20-27 in London. 

Chasing a spot is provi¬ 
sional tenth-placed Serb 
Janko Tipsaravic, the sixth 
seed, who opens against Ger¬ 
man Florian Mayer.
